BOERS DESTROY AH HUMORED TRAIN 


Killed Fifteen British Troopers who Had Acted 


as Escort to Women and Children . 


PREPARING FOR AN ATTACK ON MAFEKING 


Endeavoring to Get Powell's Force Between Two Fires, Nine 


Killed and Many Injured by Collision ot Trains, 
Ameri- 


can Consul to Guard British Interests, Young 


Boers Dissatisfied with Commander 


London, Oct. 13—The News prints a 


dispatch from Capetown saying an ar- 
mored train had been destroyed at 
Mafeking, 15 British troopers killed and 
that the Boers had shelled wreckage 
after the train was derailed. 


A later dispatch from Vryburg says 


the armored train was destroyed and 
it is feared much loss of life was the 
result, thus confirming the news. 


Women and Children Safe 


An official dispatch to the colonial 


office says the armored train was des- 
troyed near Kraipan station while on 
the way to Mafeking with guns. 


Still a later dispatch from Vryburg 


says the train from Mafeking with 300 
women and children passed Vryburg 
on the way to Kimberley. • All 
on 


board well. It was feared that this 
was the train which was destroyed.' 


Like the ''Maine" Disaster 


The early London fear and feeling 


over the destruction of the train was 
shown in the following cabled to Amer- 
ica: 


"The announcement that the Buera 


clestroyed an armored train inthe wes- 
tern border of the Transvaal is cal- 
culated to bring home to the man in 
the street the realities of war. At- 
tempts are made to liken the occur- 
rence to the blowing up of the Ur't'd 
States battleship Maine in Havana 
bor, but that event occurred in times of 
peace. The Boers doubtless were within 
their rights as belligerents if they are 
responsible for the destruction of the 
train. The only comparison that can 
be instituted with the blowing up of 
the battleship is in respect to the loss 
of life, If, as there is good reason to 
fear, the train In question was the one 
which left Mafeking with the 300 
women and children. 


Feared the Worm 


"Taken in conjunction with the ear- 


lier announcement from Vryburg that 
2000 Boers were holding the line it can 
only be inferred that the train was 
either destroyed by artillery or blown 
up by explosives. 
There is still a 


faint hope that the disaster befell the 
train, not while the women and chil- 
dren were on board on the'way to Vry- 
burg, but while it was returning to 
Mafeking from Vryburg with a de- 
tachment of Colonel Baden-Powell's 
force sent to escort the refugees to 
Vryburg where the Cape railway as- 
sumes responsibility for their safety. 
The war office however fears the worst 
has happened." 


Important Boer Advance 


Apart from this destruction of the 


armored train the most notable change 
in the position of affairs Is the presence 
of the Boers at Maribogo, 40 miles south 
of Mafeking, which seems to Indicate 
they are endeavoring to get Colonel 
Baden-Powell between two fires. The 
gravity of the Boer advance can be 
better estimated when it is realized that 
it cuts the railway and telegraphic 
communication with the north. • 


Mafeklns Seriously Threatened 


A Mafeking dispatch says: "As the 


Boew in strong force threaten this 
place the situation Is so serious that 
noncombatants have been notified that 
they will be taken away at the ex- 
pense of the British government and

Judging from present appearances, the 
Boors are preparing for a simultaneous 
invasion at five separate points—Laing's 
Nek, Kimberley, Vryburg. Mafeking and 
Lo'oatsi. 
Therefore, it is almost impos- 


sible to guess the plan of campaign. 


In reply to the formal inquiry of Al- 


fred Milner, President Steyn of 
the 


Orsunge Free State announces that that 
state will make common cause with the 
Transvaal. 


President Steyn of the Orange Free 


State has issued a proclamation to the 
Fr«e State burghers, in which hesays: 


"Our sister republic is about to be at- 


tacked by an unscrupulous enemy, who 
has long looked for a pretext to annihi- 
late the Afrikanders. Our people are 
bound to the Transvaal by ties as well as 
by formal treaty." 


President Steyn declares solemnly, and 


in the presence of the Almighty, that he 
is compelled to resist the powerful enemy 
owing to the injustice done his kith and 
kin. 
Solemn obligations, he declares, 


have not protected the Transvaal against 
the annexation conspiracy, and when its 
Independence ceases the Fres State's 
existence as an independent state is 
meaningless. 


"The experience of the past," the 


proclamation says, "shows that no re- 
liance can be placed upon the solemn 
promises and obligations of Great Bri- 
tain when an administration is at the 
helm that is prepared to trod under foot 
treaties." 


Then follows a'historical sketch of the 


allcgred wrong. "The original conven- 
tions," 
the proclamation continues, 


"have been twisted and turned by Great 
Britain as a mean&of exercising tyranny 
in the Transvaal for which no return in- 
justice has been done in the past. No 
gratitude has been shown for the in- 
dulgence granted British residents, who, 
according to law, have forfeited their 
lives and property. 


"Compliance with the British demand 


would be equivalent to the loss of inde- 
pendence, which has been gained by the 
blood and tears of many years. 
The 


British troops are concentrating on the 
borders of the Transvaal in order to com- 
pel by terrorism compliance Tfith 
the 


claims and crafty plans of those whose 
motive is love of gold. 


"Realizing which, while acknowledg- 


ing the honor of thousands of English- 
men who abhor deeds of robbery and 
violence, the Free State execrates the 
wrongful deeds of British statesmen." 


The proclamation expresses the con- 


fidence of the president that the Al- 
mighty will help and aid the Boera, and 
counsels the burghers to do nothing un- 
worthy of Christians and burghers of 
the Free State. It concludes: "Burghers 
of the Free State, stand up as one man 
against the oppressor and the violator 
of right." 


The proclamation is signed "Steyn," 


and is dated Oct. 11.

"Chamberlain to Milner, high com- 


missioner. 
Sent 10:45 p. rn., Oct 10.1899. 


Her majesty's government has received 
with great regret the peremptory de- 
mands of the South African republic, 
conveyed in your telegram of Oct. 9. 
Tou will inform the government of the 
South African republic, in reply, that 
the conditions demanded by the govern- 
ment of the South African republic are 
such as her majesty's government deem 


I U impossible to discuss." 


The rumor that Newcastle has been 


occupied by the Boers is without con- 
firmation. 


A Cape Town dispatch says: The re- 


ply of the imperial government to the 
Transvaal's ultimatum is published 
here. It was accompanied by instruc- 
tions to Conyngham Greene, British 
diplomatic agent at Pretoria, to ask for 
his passports. The reply was publicly 
read by a magistrate at the evening 
parade of the town guard 
here and 


evoked a loyal and enthusiastic demon- 
stration. Cecil Rhodes has arrived at 
Kimberley. 


Wednesday evening three carriages j 


containing women and children, but not 
a single white man except sick minis- 
ters, were dispatched from Mafeking. 


The latest advices from Mafeking say 


that every precaution has been taken 
against attack, and that all the streets 
are barred to wagons. The Boers, It is 
said, intend to shell the town before de- 
livering their attack. They are said to 
possess 12 guns. Every tnan in Mafe- 
king is carrying "a rifle and the military 
auChorlties are confident that they w I 
be able to repel attack, but they lack the 
force necessary to follow the Boer re- 
treat. The convent sisters and many 
ladies have elected to stay ipd nurse the 
•wounded, and many houses have been 
converted into hospitals. The search- 
light on the fort is kept working across 
the veldt. Thrpe Boer spies have been 
arrested in the town. RallwaV com- 
munication to the southward Is prac- 
tically at the mercy of tho Boers, over 
200 miles of the line being within easy 
striking distance of the commanders. 


AH the Boers in strong force threaten 


Mafek.ing the situation is so serious that 
all non-combatants have been notified 
that they will be taken away at the ex- 
pense of the imperial government and 
"Boused at Cape Town. A railroad train 
carrying 300 women and children was 
escorted by a detachment of Colonel 
Baden-Powell's force as far south as 
Vryburg, where th* Cape railway be- 
comes responsible for the safety of the 
passengers. 


The Free State traders have been 


heavily commandered, and have refused 
to import more goods, and it Is expected 
that the Boers will shortly find difficulty 
In obtaining coffee and sugar. The tel- 
egraph wires have been cut at Maribogo, 
40 miles south of Mafeking. 


Although a considerable majority of 


the English public regard the war with 
grave misgivings, it Is practically-im- 
possible for this tootitij to get -voice at 
the present juncture. An attemp't.of the 
Peace and Arbitration association ,to 
hold a meeting at Bristol last evening oc- 
casioned an extraordinary scene.' Dl - 
rectly the doors were opened, the jingoes 
crowded into the hall, sang patriotic 
songs, waved union Jacks arid refused a 
hearing to the peace orators, finally tak- 
ing possesion of the.platform and passing 
a vote of confidence in the government. 
At Cardiff the Conservative association 
adopted a vote of want of confidence in 
Mr. MacLean, their representative in the 
house of commons, because he recently 
attacked the policy of Mr. Chamberlain 
and the government. - " 


The morning papers are discussing at 


some length the authorship of the docu- 
ments which have recently emanated 
from President Kruger's government. 
Dr. Leyds, the Enropean representative 
of the South African republic, is gen- 
erally credited with the authorship of the 
ultimatum. 


The Daily Mail says: 
Certainly 


neither President Kruger nor State Sec- 
retary Reitz drafted the message to 
the New York World, and it is more 
probable that Mr. Smuts, state attorney, 
Is the author of both this and the ulti- 
matum. 


The government ha* arranged for the 


safe conduct of Mr. Greene through the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State ter- 
ritory to Natal. 


President Kruger \s credited with de- 


clining to quit Pretoria, declaring that 
"like a faithful captain he will remain 
on the bridge whether the ship rides 
safely into the harbor or goes down into 
the deep." 
It is now definitely known that the 


British government sent no final pro- 
posals to Pretoria. 
The Transvaal's 


ultimatum forestalled that intention. 


The home preparations for war are 


growing apace. 
The reservists are re- 


sponding more actively to the proclama- 
tion ordering their mobilization, and the 
government has engaged' more trans- 
ports. 


In military circles no apprehension is 


felt at any of the movements yet re- 
ported on the part of the Boers, and it is 
not believed they will make any serious 
attack, preferring to wait for the British 
advance. 


So far as the news received thus far 


shows, no shot has yet been fired. 


A dispatch from Durban, dated Thurs- 


day, 8 a. m., announces that the Boers 
seized Albertina station, and demanded 
the keys, which were delivered to them 
by the station master, who reached 
Ladysmith on a trolley car. 
The ex- 


citement at Ladysmith is increasing-, and 
the trops are ready to act on a moment's 
notice. 


Germans Led Into Ambush. 


Liverpool, Oct. 13.—The steamer Niger, 


from southwest Africa, brings news of 
the massacre of Lieutenant Guise, Ger- 
man commissioner at Rio Del Ray, and. 
also of Herr Loomeyer, a German trader, 
together with 100. native soldiers and 
carriers, constituting- an 
expedition 


formed by Lieutenant Guise, to quell 
disturbances near the Cross r'iver, which 
forms the boundary between British'and 
German territory there. A nattvfe chief 
•was taken as a guide, but he led the 
expedition into am'buah. ' He was shot 
when the Germans received a volley. 
They fought courageously, but Wer6 out- 
numbered and slain. The natives then 
looted the neighboring factories, and 
murdered the native employes, after 
which they crossed into British territory.

Billingham spoke In behalf of the state, 
in place of United States Senator Broctor, 
Henry O. Kent, senior trustee, and class- 
mate of Admiral Dewey, was one of the 
speakers. 


The cornerstone wa> then laid, Ad- 


miral Dewey "spreading the mortar. 
Chauncey M. Depew delivered an "ora- 
tion. 
An admiral's salute was fired by. 


the classmates of Admiral Dewey, from 
the old brass fieldpiece, which, when he 
was a cadut at the university, George

When 
the admiral wrote this it was his hope 
that the people of his country would let 
him .return vrtetly, and his greatest 
wish was to come back to his country 
home as a Yer*n°nter- H« then knew 
nothing of the preparations alreadty un- 
der way to make his return a time of na- 
tional rejoicing. 


Admiral Dewey returned in a blaze of 


glory, and his wish to visit again in 
Montpelier was fulfilled, but he came as 
a hero, and amid an outburst of en- 
thusiasm which was a fitting climax to 
the many receptions and official events 
which had been his lot since he left his 
flagship Olympia two weeks ago. 


He has been paid the highest honors 


within the gift of the nation. It is 
doubtful, however, if any display was 
felt so deep down in his heart as that 
which occurred here. As a guest of the 
city and state, he was greeted by the 
largest crowd ever assembled' here and 
rode at the head of the largest procession 
ever seen in Vermont; was presented 
a magnificent jewel, and In many ways 
received more attention than any other 
man this state has sent forth.

It is of beautiful design, the top 
bar supporting a rising1 sun, which holds 
in each tip two diamonds, making four 
stars, the emblem o£ the admiral's rank. 
Below, held by a ribbon, is a shield on 
which is the likeness of the admiral, sur- 
rounded by 13 diamonds. In relief, on 
the shield, is an anchor with a represen- 
tation of the flagship Olympia on the 
stock. Below is a wreath with Ver- 
mont's coat of arms and a pine tree in 
the center. The bottom bar bears in 
raised letters the words, "Welcome 
Home." 


The jewel was to have been presented 


in formal exercises after the review in 
the presence of the thousands of people, 
but the program was unexpectedly 
shortened, so that the admiral, after 
being? given a general introduction to th? 
•late recepfion committee, passed in«- 
the state house, and a few minutes lat«r 
he left in his carriage to return to his 
car. 


The day wound up with a gorgeous 


display of fireworks on the plot of ground 
behind the Dewey cottage and an im- 
mense bonfire on Capitol hill. Both 
were record breakers for Vermont, and 
it Is claimed the bonfire was the largest 
ever constructed in the country. Th« 
fire was placed on the top of the hill 
which rises abruptly from 
the main 


street nearly 300 feet above the Winooski 
river and 75 feet above and directly be- 
hind the capitoi dome. The pile was 4P 
ffeet in diameter at the base, 69 feet in 
width, and in its construction were used 
1000 barrels, 700 railroad ties, the lumber 
from two buildings and an immense 
quantity of other combustibles.

fire was set at 9 o'clock, and the flames 
lighted up the country for miles around, 
it being seen 30 miles away. The pile 
burned until long after midnight. 


In the fireworks program there were 


many characteristic features, the battle 
of Manila and the picture of Dewey be- 
ing especially good. The illumination 
of the state house with electric lights, 
with'Dewey's picture in outline, and an 
immense flag in colois, and the state 
house grounds lighted with lanterns, 
made a very interesting study. All tht 
streets were strung with lanterns, and 
altogether it was an illumination which 
Vermont will not equal for many years.

This theorr is supported by several 
letters found anwng McCauley's effects, 
in which Miss Peterson- bitterly com- 
plained of the attentions McCauley was 
bestowing on other womeri. In letters 
of recent date threats were made against 
McCauley, and from the tone of all the 
letters it would appear that the couple 
were engaged. 


In the room where the bodies were 


found no tracts of poison were discov- 
ered/and if such a means was used in 
causing death the question puzzling the 
police is how was it administered. It is 
known that McCauley did not drink, and 
there were no signs of liquor in the room. 


McCauley had the reputation of being 


a steady, reliable man, and two bank 
books found In his trunk showed he had 
accumulated a tidy sum. Among the 
other articles In the trunk were a Smith 
& Wesson revolver and a letter addressed 
to a James McCauley in Ireland. 


Of the Peterson woman little is known 


beyond the fact that shp was a Swede 
•nd had formerly been employed a* a 
domestic In Mr. Caaey's house. She had 
previously worked in Qulncy and in 
Marblehead Neck. •

ternoon Patrolman McAleer of station 1 
had his attention called to a note-pinned 
to the stable door of Mr. Casey's barn.

A close examination of the room failei 


to reveal any vials or powders which 
could have contained poison. The only 
•clue was a pitcher partly filled with 
water standing near the bed. This was 
taken charge of by the police and its 
contents will be analyzed.

|-\ARIS. Sept. 23.—A better Idea of 
p what the fall and winter fashions 
* 
are to be can be obtained now 


than a week ago. There is an infinite 
variety of materials for dress fabrics, 
but none of them, nor are any of the 
combinations, startlingly new. 


Heavy crepons promise to be a good 


»eal worn. They are of thick weaves, 
a mixture of silk and wool presenting a 
special blistered effect. Bengalines ana 
cashmeres may be had in fancy pat- 
terns, with silk stripes interwoven and 
almost covering the cloth until it looks 
like a piece of silk; these are among the 
favored fabrics for early fall wear. 
Spots in the color of the cloth or con- 
trasted, conventionally arranged or in 
patterns, are the effects in some new- 
weaves of cloth. Pinhead stripes are 
ehown and lacy stripes of silk showing 
beneath the stripes a contrasting color 
of cloth. 
Automobile is a shade well represent- 


ed, and so are the art colors—washed out 
blues and reds and greens and the aes- 
thetic pastels. Soft, fleecy surfaces are 
favorite weaves. Black is still to be 
Worn in contrast with other colors. 


The opening of the season is marked 


by the return of many of the fashion- 
able women to town either permanently 
or for a few days to arrange for their 
winter wardrobes. The shooting sea- 
son has opened on this side of the water 
and those women who go in for Diana 
like sports are interested now more 
than in anything else in the costume de 
chasse. A smart gown of this sort was 
packed up last week and dispatched 
across the channel to a fashionable 
English woman who follows the Bad- 
minton hounds. It was of beige covert 
cloth, cut with bolero jacket over a vest 
of brown and red checked cloth. The 
jacket had a large rounded collar of 
suede, stitched along the border. The 
short skirt with its skillfully draped 
tunic had a border of the suede, tabs 
of tha same material fastening the 
jacket. Deep cuffs were the only com- 
plement to the tight sleeves. A turn- 
ed over collar and a tie at the throat 
gave a dainty finishing touch to the 
gown. A sportsmanlike

was 


given by the- leather wallet slung about 
the shoulders by means of a leather 
Etrap. Whether the fair dame for whom 
'It was designed will do as much execu- 
tion to the birds of her English shire as 
to the hearts of her fellow huntsmen Is 
a question that I am inclined to answer 
In the negative, with no disrespect for 
the lady's skill.

Another costume of the same sort has 


fceen made for a frisky French mar- 
quise who, after the season at Trouville, 
has arranged to entertain a party of 
friends at her chateau* for the enjoy- 
ment of la chasse. This gown, too, has 
a short basque and a large shoulder 
collar beneath a brown leather collar 
and revers. The vest is of ecru cloth 
trimmed .fancifully with black braid, 
the skirt fastening at one side with 
three leather buttons and being finish- 
ed below with a deep stitched hem. 


A very pretty bicycle costume to be

A Sew Way of Treating l,ace. 


There is a novel and effective way 


of treating lace that is as yet only em- 
ployed by foreign houses noted for the 
originality of their creations. The new 
idea is to apply fur or velvet to the 
heavier laces. For lace to be employed 
on outdoor garments the following 
method is employed. For instance, on 
a long, loose redingote made of all over 
Luxeuil lace of a heavy self colored 
corded silk, this was done: A portion of 
the design xvas covered with velvet cut 
out to the exact shape of the leaves or 
flowers and fixed by means of a button- 
hole stitch in thick silk of the same 
color. It was not always the same por- 
tion of the figure that was covered. 


A still more costly method of treat- 


ment is to apply tiny bits, of golden seal, 
brown seal or beaver or, if possible, 
fine sable.

This battle lias waged pretty strong

per and salt, six eggs, one large table- 
spoonful of chopped ham or tongue, 
white bread crumbs, frying fat and 
parsley. 


Season the white sauce with salt and 


pepper; stir into the sauce, while hot, 
the yolks of two raw eggs; then stir 
it over the fire till the egg thickens 
the sauce, but do not let it boil. Then 
strain it into a basin through a hair 
sieve or 'fine gravy strainer. Hard boil 
four eggs, lay them in cold water for a 
few minutes, then remove the shells, 
and cut them into neat dice. Mix them 
with the ham or tongue and the chop- 
ped parsley. 


Now put all these into the white 


sauce; mix well and turn out on to a 
plate or dish, spread it evenly over and 
let it get cold. Then shape into little 
balls the size of a small hen's egg, us- 
ing a little flour to prevent them stick- 
ing. 


Flatten these out into the shape of 


neat little cutlets. Break an egg on to 
•a plate and weil beat it, and put the 
crumbs on a piece of paper. 


Brush each cutlet with the egg, then 


cover with bread crumbs and firm on 
with a knife. 


Fry in plenty of boiling fat till a 


golden brown; drain on a piece of 
paper. 


Arrange these nicely on a fancy lace 


paper and, if liked, hand with them 
brown or tomato sauce. 


The sprocket soup may be any sort

The kedgeree may be a lobster one 


and made as follows: Take four ounces 
of rice, two eggs, one small lobster, two 
ounces of butter and pepper and salt.

So many illnesses are traceable to 


bad water that it is Important that 
every one should know how to test it. 
If it is good, it should be bright and 
clear, odorless and tasteless. If such 
water is shaken, bubbles will rise to Its 
surface and break immediately; floating 
bubbles prove the presence of organic 
matter. It is always advisable to boll 
all drinking water. 
The best thing to clean decanters is 


a mixture of salt and vinegar. Put a 
dessertspoonful of salt In the decanter, 
moisten with vinegar, shake well and 
rinse. 


Patent leather shoes should never be 


cleaned' with blacking. ' They should 
first be griped with a damp sponge to 


powdered and moistened with a little 
water. Dry in the sun under glass. 


Fruit stains may often be removed 


by the application of ammonia. Anoth- 
er plan is to steep the stain in glycerin, 
which will loosen it, so that it can eas- 
iiy be removed with soap and water. 


To remove the odor of paraffin from 


a tin vessel wash it first with water 
and then with vinegar. 


Light suede gloves may safely be 


cleaned with breadcrumbs. The meth- 
od is to button the gloves on the hands 
and then to rub them thoroughly with 
the crumbs. 


A raw potato will remove mud stains 


from black clothes. It should be cut 
in half and rubbed on the marks. 


White shoes may be cleaned by rub- 


bing with dry pipe clay, using a tooth 
or a nail brush, and always rubbing 
along the grain of the leather.

Meat which has just been killed 


requires longer to roast than meat 
which is well hung. The usual time al- 
lowed for a joint of mutton and beef is 
a quarter of an hour for each pound of 
meat, and a quarter of an hour besides, 
in a good steady heat. But in the case 
of a solid piece of meat which has been 
freed from bone, such as a rolled rib 
of beef or the top side of the round, 
20 minutes to every pound of weight 
will not be at all too much time to al- 
low.When meat is cooked in the oven, it '.« 
a good plan to put a salt jar contain- 
ing boiling water into the oven when 
the meat is put in; the steam which is 
given off will prevent the meat from be- 
coming too dry, and the objectionable 
odor of burned fat, which too often 
pervades the house, will' be prevented. 
If the water is not exhausted, about 
a quarter of an hour before the joint is 
ready, it should be taken out of the 
oven, so that the meat may be nicely 
browned.

Italr'a Highest Moutate PmJn t« 
Be Adormed With Oo}OM*l Pl*»r«B. 
Italy's mountains ah In a fair way 


of being well decorated should one of 
the Ideas now entertained of com- 
memorating the "holy year" of 1900 
be carried oat. It is the intention of 
a special committee just formed In 
Borne to erect 19 statues, one for each 
centurj since the birth of Christ, on 
high mountain peaks in different parts 
of the peninsula. The statues will all 
be colossal figures of the Redeemer, in 
gilded cast iron, to be illuminated at 
night, says the New York Journal 
The marble pedestals will bear in- 
scriptions setting forth the purpose of 
the statues. 


It is proposed to have three over- 


looking the frontier of France, three 
overlooking Switzerland and three on 
the Austrian frontier; one above '*>e 
village of Porretta, in the Apennii 
between Bologna and Florence; one 
Mount Soratte, the highest peak, near 
Rome, celebrated through the descrip- 
tion of a sunrise seen from there by 
Horace; another on the Gran Sasso 
d'ltalia (Great Stone of Italy), in the 
center of the Abruzzi, whence can be 
seen the three seas surrounding the 
peninsula, and another on Mount Al- 
tino, near Gaeta, dominating the mag- 
nificent gulfs of Gaeta, Naples and 
Salerno. Three will be raised in the 
extreme south, one among the hills of 
Calabria in the "toe," another in the 
"heel" and the third in the "Instep" 
of the "boot," two in Sicily and one in 
Sardinia. 


The discussion as to the material to 


be used for the statues has been very 
heated, many desiring marble, others 
going for bronze, while the majority— 
and they seem to have won the battle 
—voted for iron, as it is so much cheap- 
er and quite as durable. They point- 
ed out that to erect 19 marble or 
bronze statues they would require 
more money than they could gather 
for such a purpose in a century, and 
if the project was not to fall through 
it must be done economically..

It was on the Cape of Good Hope the 


white man made his first settlement in 
South Africa. The Dutch, under the 
auspices of the Dutch East India Com- 
pany, went there in the seventeenth 
century. 
They were followed by Hug- 


uenot refugees in search of the relig- 
ious freedom denied them in France. 
These two races lived amicably to- 
gether. Intermarriages merged them 
into one blood. That the Boers, or 
Dutch Afrikanders, of today are a 
mixed race is evidenced by the very 
names of their prominent representa- 
tives. Kruger, the president, for ex- 
ample, has a name of Holland origin. 
Joubert, the vice-president, and the 
commandant general of their army, 
has a French patronymic. The first 
British settlers 
arrived 
toward the

eighteenth century. 


Trouble at once began to arise. These 
troubles culminated in the conquest of 
the territory by the British. In 1814 
Holland formally ceded it to Great 
Britain. Cape Colony, as it was now 
named, has ever since remained a de- 
pendency of the crown. 


The new administration was little to 


the liking of the original settlers. Un- 
der Holland they had enjoyed a meas- 
ure of self-government. Under Great 
Britain they felt themselves aliens. 
The crisis of discontent arrived with 
the emancipation of their slaves, 
in 


1834. Not only was emancipation itself 
against their wishes, but the nominal 
compensation offered them took the 
form of orders on London, which .they 
were forced to cash on the spot at 
runious discounts. Many of the farmers 
were practically impoverished. In rage 
and disgust, a large number of the 
Boers began to go north and east into 
the wilderness. This exodus is known 
as the "great trek" of 1836. Trek is 
Dutch for track, or, rather, for the 
verb which survives in our vernacular 
speech as to make tracks. The trekkers 
founded the two colonies of Orange and 
Natal, whose northern bounderies were 
the Vaal river. They are still claimed 
as British subjects by the governor of 
the colony. In 1848 this claim was en- 
forced by conquest. Once more a large 
number of the Boers jumped into their 
wagons and trekked across the Vaal in 
search of independence. 


Thus the Transvaal state was found- 


ed and maintained a precarious existence 
by whip and rifle in the teeth of con- 
stantly encroaching hordes- of hostile 
savage tribes. But go where they would 
they found that British power and in- 
fluence were sure to follow. Nor were 
they altogether unwelco-me at first.

ton is having made a new map of the 
United States which will show all our 
colonial possessions, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

show the colonies detached, just as 
Alaska is shown on the present map. 
Room will be made for the Philippine 
archipelago by leaving off that portion 
of Mexico which appears on tbe pres- 
ent map in white. Porto Rico and Ha- 
waii will be placed* in the gulf of Mex- 
ico for convenience sake. 


On the Atlantic tide of the United 


States there will be printed a per- 
spective of the world, so that the prop- 
er relation of tbe colonial possessions 
of the United States to this country 
and to all other countries can be seen. 
It is expected that "tbe maps will be 
tbe finest ever got out by tbe interior 
department.

that they resorted to arms. Their 
bloody victory at Majuba hill brought 
the British government to terms. 


By a convention signed at Pretoria In 


1881 Mr. Gladstone's government re- 
stored independence to the Transvaal, 
now known officially as the South 
African Kepublic, Independance was 
subject, however.,, to the suzerainty 
of Great Britain.' 


There was no mistaking the mean- 


ing of the word suzerainty aj defined 
in this convention. It was expressly 
stipulated that the 
English crown 


hould appoint a British resident, with 
a veto power over the internal policy 
of the Republic toward the 
Kaffirs; 


hat it should (fbh'trol and conduct its 
entire foreign policy and reserve the 
right of moving troops over its terri- 
:rry in time of war. 


To the Boers, however, the reserva- 


tion was gall and wormwood. As they 
chafed more and more • under what 
seemed to the colonial office a mere 
shadow of authority Gladstone cheer- 
fully propsed a revision of the con- 
vention. 


Thus came the conference which led 


to the second or London convention of 
1884. Though held in the metropolis of 


reat Britain itself the British public 


thought little and cared less about the, 
matter. The Beors got pretty much 
vhat they wanted. Out of deference to 
Boer sensitiveness the word "suzer- 
ainty," expressly used in the conven- 
tion of 1881, was omitted in the tjpw 
one. 
arC. the title of British resident 


vas changed to Diplomatic Agent, wirh 
a restriction of his functions to purely 
consular duties. Complete independence 
was granted in domestic affairs. Th? 
western boundaries of the state were 
mutually determined upon. 


Though the word suzerainty was 


dropped, the thing itself was asserted 
In cne clause, which ran 
as follows: 


"The 
South African Republic will con- 


clude no treaty or engagement with 
any state or nation other than the 
Orange Fiee State, nor with any native 
tribe to the eastward or westward of 
ttip "RepuVllc, until the same has been 
approved by Her Majesty, the Queen-" 


As the other clauses were conces- 


sions to Eoer feelings so this was a 
joncpasion to John Bull's. Some years 
Dassed before it was looked upon as of 
any vital importance. The Boers have 
argued that the Colonial Office winkej 
at some minor violations of its splr't 
but this is denied by British authori- 
ties. Only when the Boers showed a 
disposition to encroach beyond the 
boundary limitations of the convention 
v.-is it aroused, and even then to cardy 
action. The Transvaal government had 
Us hrart ?et upon two great aims. One 
was to shut off Cape Colony from the 
north, I ho other to establish a seaporr 
of its own. 


In short, the British took so little 


interest in the matter that it was not 
impossible the Boers might stealthily 
and prndually have succeeded in their 
doub'e aim, despite the vigilance • of 
Cecil Rhrdes and Sir Hercules Robin-

son. The d'scovery of gold in the W!t- 
vatersrand range of hills changed 
everythir-g. To be sure, the first mim-s 
exploiter in 1886, at Barberton, col- 
lasped alter the preliminary rusn. but 
the un'^ue conglomerate deposits in 
the locality where the present city of 
Johannesburg sprang up, almost in a 
night, gave assurance to the world that 
one of the greatest centres of gold mir.- 
ing known to all history had been 
found. 


The world was quick to respond. 


Vast multitudes of foreigners, chieflv 
Plnglish, but numbering also Ameri- 
cans, Germans, French and Austrians, 
streamed into that region. The Boers 
classed them all as Uitlanders or 
foreigners. Today Johannesburg, which 
is practically an English city, numbers 
over 
one hundred 
thousand souls. 


Pretoria ,the capital of the state, can 
muster barely five thousand. Today the 
Uitlander population 
of the South 


African Republic is at least twice as 
large as that of the Boers. The Uit- 
landers not only have preponderance in 
numbers, but they have the wealth, the 
intelligence and the energy that maka 
numbers tell. 


Meanwhile the Boers had awakened 


to their imminent peril of being swamp- 
ed by thia invasion of aliens. They had 
ant one time welcomed immigration. In 
, 


1884 President Kruger, when in London, 
had even published Vn invitation 
to 
; 
Englishmen to settle in the country. At 
that time any settler could secure the 
electoral franchise after a residence of 
two years. Now, although the- Boers , 
welcomed the tide of money that flow- ' 
ed into the exhausted exchequer, they | 
took steps to preserve their independ. ' 
ersce by restricting the privilege of the i 
ballot. The probationary 
term of 


qualification was raised first to five 
years and then to fourteen. 
During 


that probationary term the prospect- 
ive citizen had to forswear allegiance 
to any other state . Even at the exp:- 
ration of that term his admission de- 
pended upon the will of the president 
and of the Volksraad, or legislative 
assembly. Thus, he might remain for- 
ever a man without a country. His 
children even if born in the republic, 
were aliens, who could only gain the 
rights of citizenship by the same un- 
certain 
processes of naturalization. 


Meanwhile, to increase the preponder- 
ance of Boer domination, the ballot was 
thrown open to native children as soon 
as they had reached the age o-f sixteen. 


Naturally the Uitlanders protested. 


They pointed out that though they con- 
stituted the majority of the state, own- 
ing half the land and at least nine- 
tenths of the property, and paying more 
than nine-tenths of the taxes, yet in 
all matters affecting their live®, their 
liberties and properties they had prac- 
tically no voice. In 1S90 a concession 
was made to them. A second Volks- 
raad was created, for the members of 
which aliens might vote after taking the 
oath and residing for two years in the 
country. But as all the decrees- of the 
second Volksraad are subject to the 
approval of the first Volksraad, this 
concession conceded little or nothing. 


This discontent reached a crisis in 


1896. 
The leaders among the Uitlanders 


had formed a national union at Jo- 
hannesburg, which threatened to fight 
for its rights. At this juncture came 
Dr. Jameson's raid from British Be- 
chuanaland ,and his subsequent defeat, 
followed fcy the disarmament of Jo- 
hannesburg. The belief that the Bri- 
tish colonial office had connived at the 
expedition and the certainty that Cecil 
Rhodes had inspired it increased the 
Boer distrust of their hereditary foes, 
and their unwillingness to makeanyfur- 
ther concessions. 
For the moment, 


Jameson's fiasco cast a damper upon 
the Uitlanders. It injured the prestige 
of Great Britain in the eves of the 
world.. It raised the belief of the

Boers In the justice of their cause and 
In the continuance of its triumph. 


Great Britain has recovered from the 


temporary setback of the 
Jameson 


raid. Again she has turned an atten- 
tive ear to the protests of her citizens 
in the Transvaal. Matters were pre- 
cipitated by the shooting of one of 
these citizens, a miner named Edgar, 
while resisting the unlawful entry into 
his home of a Boer policeman, who, 
without a warrant, sought his arrest 
on the charge of assault. It was shown 
that the assault had been committed 
in self defense upon an abusive drunk- 
ard. Nevertheless, the policeman was 
not only acquitted, but praised by the 
presiding judge. 


It was this incident that led up to 


the present agitation. The flame was 
fanned when Uitlander meetings of 
protest were broken up by organized 
bands led by government officials. A 
body known as the Uitlander council 
was formed with representatives from 
the mines and towns. For the first 
time in its history Uitlander Johan- 
nesburg stood firm and united. 
Ap- 


peals were made to Sir Alfred Milner, 
who in 1897 was appointed governor 
of Cape Colony and high commissioner 
of South Africa In reviewing the situ- 
ation he declared that "the case for 
intervention was overwhelming." Sir 
Joseph Chamberlain and the English 
government sustained his view. 


The result was a meeting between 


Sir Alfred Milner and President Kru- 
ger on May 30, 1899, at a conference at 
Bl'oemfontein, the capital of the Orange 
Free State. The-conference left mat- 
ters in statu quo. President Kruger 
had been empowered by the Volksraad 
to propose conferring the franchise up- 
on aliens five years after eligibility to 
the second raad, thus substituting a 
nine years' residence in the territory 
for the fourteen at present exacted. He 
proposed that other questions in dis- 
pute should be submitted to arbitration. 
Sir Alfred's reply in substance, was 
that on any vital matter there could be 
no arbitration between a 
suzerain 


state and its dependency. Kruger re- 
fused to consider any terms which did 
not recognize the independence of the 
Transvaal.

THE FAIR OF THE FUTURE 


Some Interesting Suggestions Along 


Line of Cattle Shows 


The Great Harrington Courier de- 


votes considerable attention to the 
country fair of the future, making 
suggestions for improvements on pres- 
ent methods of conducting the old time 
cattle show. The article seta forth the 
following among other ideas. 


The fair of the future will be a good 


deal like the fair of the past Of ne- 
cessity it must be so. The people want 
"the same old fair" because it pos- 
sesses features that are worthy and 
ever new. City folks may have their 
jests over the "punkin show" feature of 
the country fair, but growing pumpkins 
is a part of the business of the country. 
And it's a good and honorable business 
and one that, so long: as the man in the 
city as well as the dweller in the coun- 
try, retains his weakness for pumpkin 
pie, it will be necessary. 


And so it will be also with respect to 


the beets, cauliflowers^ potatoes and 
other vegetables. To the casual year- 
after-year stroller through the hall in 
which they are displayed, these pro- 
ducts of the soil may come to wear 
a monotonous look, but the potato- 
growing1 expert or progressive farmer 
wishing to make advancement even in 
the raising of tubers, finds these ex- 
hibits an incentive for renewed effort 
and greater study «f the science of 
potato culture. He compares the best 
tuber of the last fair with the be,t 
shown the year preceding and runs 
over in his mind the old time exhibits 
and mentally comments on the manner 
in which the potato has year by year 
been becoming more refined and deli- 
cate—finer grained, perhaps, atid more 
comely to look upon as well as more 
"tasty" as an article of food. 
There 


were potatoes at the recent Housatonic 
fair that were actually 
handsome 


enough to rank almost as fruit or 
flower instead of as a vegetable of what 
used to be considered the coarser kind. 
It may be that we don't get pies now- 
adays such as "mother used to make" 
but we certainly do get more dainty 
potatoes than father used to raise. 


But the fair of the future will give 


the vegetable a better chance and will 
provide some means for teaching the 
lessons that these vegetable exhibits 
ought to teach. It is not unlikely that 
such inducement will be held out to ex. 
hibitars that there will be what might 
be called demonstrators present with 
the better exhibits to give valuable 
hints as to methods of culture and 
care of the things they are showing, 
and possibly other demonstrators to 
offer suggestions as to how t" utilize 
the products of the soil in such man- 
ner as to get the best food value from 
them. 


The demonstration idea is not wholly 


n-ev. The Housatonic society has made 
a practice of requiring the exhibitors 
of butter and cheese to accompany 
their exhibits with explanations of their 
methods of making and these have bean 
published in the annual reports of the 
society's transaction®. It simply needs 
extending and expanding so as to in- 
clude explanation by word of mouth 
and such, demonstration by actual prac- 
tice as may be possible in an exhibition 
hall. 


"We do not know if there will be all 


kinds of fakirs at the fairs of the fu- 
ture. We suspect there will be pome 
kinds. There are those who would eli- 
minate them as a feature of the fair ot 
the present. But these things have to 
he looked at, from a practical stand- 
point. So long as all species of gamb- 
ling and all immoral 
entertainments 


and exhibitions are excluded, serious 
argument cannot be urged against the 
feature of fakirs and they seem, from 
a financial standpoint, to be essential 
to the success of the show, not merely 
because of the fees they bring directly 
to the society but because they are.in 
themselves an attraction or drawing 
card. It may not be wholly compli- 
mentary to the people who attend tha 
fairs, and who make it profitable for 
fakirs to also attend, to have to admit 
this, but yet it is a fact. Rev. Dr. 
Thompson of Pittsfield, in his rocent 
address at the Berkshire society's tair. 
said that they were one of the things 
about aiii agricultural fair that be en- 
joyed. Dr. Thompson, however, en- 
joyed them from the outside. He was 
not inveigled into one tent to have his 
fortune told by an ignorant, gypsy 
woman and into- another to see the 
ferocious man who "eats nothing but 
raw meat and drinks nothing but 
warm blood" as a wild man durin«r the 
fair season and drives team, digs ditch- 
es and goes on strikes, like other hu- 
man workmen, between times. There's 
infinite entertainanenit in a mischief- 
bent trip down fa.kir row on almost 
any fair ground, but the fun is usually 
on the outside. It is the writer's im- 
pression tiiat as intelligenice becomes 
more general the present midway tea- 
ture of the fair will undergo evolution 
until the many schemes that are whol- 
ly and solely humbug shall give place 
to amuesement and entertainments that 
are wholesome and profitable.

English Say They are a Lucky Lot. 


Letter From the Transvaal 


In view of the interest In the present 


situation in the Transvaal, of which 
the telegraphic dispatches are fu'l, the 
following letter received 
by W. 
M. 


Burch from a relative who ia in the 
mining business in Johannesburg, \vii.' 
bo of interest. It was dated September 
11, and follows: 


"As you will see by the enclosed clip- 


ping by the Johannesburgh paper that 
the glorious old Stars and Stripes have 
not forgotten us in this far awas land. 
'Jhe Americans will not be harmed in 
the least, but the English subjects will 
have -to get out. They are leaving by 
the thousands, 240,000 have already 
gone. The English say we are a lucky 
lot, to be protected by both .England 
and America. 


"I do not know how long the mines 


will be run, but think that they will be 
shut dawn as soon as the war starts. 
We are putting down In the mines all 
valuable papers, and lots of food. The 
people here have got the war scare 
ti> beat the band, there is lots of dis- 
tress here among the poor, as almost 
everything is closing up. The govern- 
ment talks of sending the Kaffirs oft 
the mines, there is over 60,000 here in 
all the mines. 


"We are now coming into our spring 


this is a beautiful climate, we have had 
no rain for five months*, but it is not 
hot, and just lovely weather, and you 
do not mind it even if it does not rain. 
We have dust storms, had one today; 
you could not see across the street. 
They do not last long, however, and 
are not as disagreeable as one would 
think.

FIRST AMERICAN PATENT: 


Grauted at Boston In 1648 and Call- 


ed a. Monopoly. 


To the general court of Massachu- 


setts belongs the honor of granting the 
first American patent. 
This was in 


1648 and was then designated as a 
monopoly. It was confined to the re- 
gion controlled by Massachusetts, and 
the one issue apparently Included all 
the Invention of the inventor connect- 
ed with engines that depended upon 
water for their motive power. 
The 


limit of the monopoly wns 14 years, 
and the court not only retained power 
to forbid exportation, but to prevent 
exorbitant charges upon the public for 
their use. 


The patent was issued in this .form: 


"JENKES MONOPOLYE- 


"At a generall Courte at Boston the 


6th of the 3th Mo 1648. The cor't con- 
sid.'inge ye necessity of raising such 
manifactures of engins of mils to go by 
water for speedy dispatch of much 


j worke with few hands, and being suffi- 
! ciently informed of ye ability of ye pe- 


tition to peforme such workes grant 
his petition (yet no Othr per sen shall 
set up or use any such new Invention, 
or trade for 14 yeares wthout ye li- 
cense of him the said Joseph Jenkes) 
so farr as concernes any such new in- 
vention, & so It shall be alwayes in ye 
powr of this co'te to restrain ye ex- 
portation of such manufactures & ye 
prizes of them to moderation if occa- 
sion so require." 


This inventor, Joseph Jenkes, or 


Jenks, as it would now be ppelled, 
came from 
Hammersmith, England, 


settled In Lynn In 1643 and died'in 
1682-83, aged 81. He was a black- 
smith and machinist, made the dies 
for the coining of the "Pine Tree" 
money and built the first fire engine In 
this country, altogether a man of great 
inventive genius and the ancestor of a 
large number of descendants. One of 
his sons removed to Rhode Island, 
where he built several nulls.—Boston 
Transcript.

" J ARRESTED FOR BIGAMY. 


Recently Married Couple Brought Back 


to Town. Another Wife in Nassau. 


Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Whitlngwho were 
married about ten days^ ago and who 
were spending their honeymoon at the 
groom's brother's at Averill Park, N. 
Y.. were suddenly interrupted yester- 
day afternoon by the appearance of 
Deputy Sheriff Richards who had in 
his possession a warrant for the arrest 
of Nathan Whiting on the charge of 
bigamy. It will be remembered that 
the parents of the bride objected seri- 
ously to the marriage, claiming that 
Whiting had another wife, but in spite 
of the parents' protest they were mar- 
ried at the home of William Smedley. 
but not until after Whiting had sworn 
before Judge Tenney was he granted a 
license. Soon after the marriage the 
couple left for Averlll Park, N. Y., 
where they had remained until yes- 
terday. 


Deputy Sheriff Richards received an 


anonymous letter shortly after 
the 


marriage stating that Whiting had a 
living wife in Nassua, N. T. The sheriff 
after carefully considering the matter 
decided that it would bear investiga- 
tion and last Monday started and drove 
to Nassau 
where he discovered a 


woman claiming to be Mrs. Whiting, 
with an 11 years old son. She had been 
married since 1SS4. The 
first 
wife i 


claimed that she had been abused by 
her husband and had not been able to 
Mve with him but that he had never 
secured a divorce. After securing.the 
necessary evidence the sheriff returned 
and started yesterday about noon for 
Averill Park where the arrest was 
made, and returned this morning on 
the 1.26 train. Whiting tok his arrest 
coolly, claiming that he supposed he 
was free from his first wife as he had 
rot lived with her for some time. His 
second wife returned home with him 
an<3 accompanied him to the lock up 
where he was kept for the night. She 
then went to the home of William 
Smedley where she had been 'married 
and where she had been formerly em- 
ployed. She did not seem to realize 
the seriousness of the matter and was 
appaicr.tly but little disturbed. 
A 


great deal of sympathy is felt for her, 
however, as she was young and be- 
lieved that Whiting was telling the 
truth when he was sworn before Judge 
Tenney. Deputy Sheriff Richards can 
not be given too much credit for the 
careful manner in which he handled 
the case. 


MORE FITCHBURG RUMORS. 


There have been several rumors of 


?ate regarding the possibility of mov- 
ing the Fitchburg yard, but none of 
thgm have been confirmed. Yesterday 
afternoon it was rumored that all 
locals would go to North Adams, and 
last evening it vas again rumored that 
the yard would be moved and that a 
new time table had been issued which 
means that but four passenger trains 
•would stop here daily, two east bound 
and two west bound, all accommoda- 
tion trains. It could not be learned 
•what foundation there is for such a 
rumor and it is sincerely hoped that 
they may be false. It is the general 
opinion of the railroad men that in- 
fluences have been brought to bear 
upon the Fitchburg company by some 
person or persons residing in town of 
such a nature as to persuade the com- 
pany to move the yard. Since the 
building of the yard in this town the 
business at the station district has 
been in a flourishing condition and 
many railroad men have built their 
homes here while several men have put 
large sums of money into'the building 
of tenement houses for the accommo- 
dation of the employes of the road. In 
case the yards are moved, these houses 
•will be vacated and the homes will 
have to be sold at a great sacrifice. The 
business men will -also suffer as many 
of them are depending largely on the 
employes of the road for their support. 
There are about 200 men employed at 
the yard at present which means a 
great deal if they are obliged to move 
out of town. Many of them have fam- 
ilies and most of them are commanding 
good wages which they spend in town. 


SPRING STREET AGAIN. 


There is still a general 
complaint 


about town in regard to the delay in 
building the Spring street road, as it is 
generally felt that the town affairs are 
being put off and delayed 
until the 


•work which seemingly is more profit- 
able to the town authorities is first 
completed and the work on the roads is 
to take second place. The work on the 
Main street road which should have 
been completed before commencement 
has but recently been finished and the 
$1000 which was left and. according to 
the vote of the town was to have been 
expended on Spring street, is still idle. 
A surveyor put in appearance on the 
street several weeks ago and surveyed 
the street and'the people really be- 
lieved that the work was to begin at 
once, but they were disappointed as the 
matter was seemingly dropped and the 
•work seems to bj^no nearer a start 
than a month ago.

ive?"

them in Philadelphia, and they make 
good money too. 


''Their work Is simple. You see, a 


great many piano firms sell instru- 
ments on the installment plan. That is, 
the purchaser pays, say, $50 down on a 
$500 or §000 Instrument and agrees to 
make good the remainder at so much a 
month. By far the greater number of 
such purchasers are as honest as" the 
day is long, but once in a while a man 
comes along whose little scheme is to 
move out the piano a day or two after 
it is delivered and sell it for a couple J 
of hundred. 
i 


"It is the business of the piano de- 


tective to circumvent this sort of thing. 
As a rule, some suspicious movement 
on the part of the would be defrauder 
of the piano dealer causes him to be 
placed under suspicion. The dealer 
can't step in and take his instrument 
away under the contract, and the only 
thing he can do is to watch it Here 
Is where the piano detective comes in. 
He hovers around the house in -which 
the suspected purchaser lives, night 
and day, watching any attempt to make 
•way with the piano. Usually three or 
four weeks are long enough to settle 
the question one way or another. If the 
piano buyer is crooked, be is practically 
certain to make some sort of a move 
before the expiration of that time. If 
he doesn't, it is pretty safe presumption 
that the suspicion Is groundless and 
the piano detective is called off by his 
employer, with no one but himself and 
two or three others the wiser. But the 
precaution is a necessary one."—Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer.

RECIPE FOR RAINMAKING, 


Snlumlpliario Acid, 'Water and ZittO 


Create Artificial Storm*. 


Some years.ago Kansas-was overrun 


with so called "rainmakers" who did a 
thriving business in vicinities afflicted 
with drought. The Rock Island rail- 
road had a rainmaker who traveled 
about the country in a special car and 
made raiH from Texas to Iowa. At the 
time the process employed was guard- 
ed as a secret, and no doubt the mys- 
tery surrounding the operation had 
much to do with the interest aroused 
among the people. But now comes 
George Matthews in the Wichita Eagle 
•with a full exposition of the means 
employed by the Eock Island wizard 
and others, and the following is the 
recipe given by him: 


"Ten fluid ounces of subsulphuric 


acid. 


"Fifty fluid ounces of water. 
"Five ounces of zinc. 
"Renew every hour and stir every 30 


minutes day and night until rain 
comes. 
The moment rain begins to 


fall remove jar or crock. In territory 
•west of Kansas use one-third less; at 
sea level use double the quantity. In 
Kansas work only cfn southerly -winds, 
which are the moisture bearing -winds. 
Begin an experiment only in a clear 
sky. One station of the experiment, if 
successful, will produce a rain 30 to 50 
miles in diameter. A better and more 
certain result can be secured by having 
three or more stations 40 or 50 inilea 
apart." 


According to Mr. Matthews, this mix- 


ture left in an open mouthed jar gen- 
erates hydrogen gas, which rapidly 
ascends. The theory Is that this gas 
ascending creates a shaft through the 
hot air down which the cold air rushes, 
creating a storm center and gathering 
moisture for precipitation. Matthews 
claims that of the 200 experiments 
made by him at least 180 were success- 
ful.—Kansas City Journal, .

Reviving Old Oil Well*, 


The natural result of the advance 


In the price of petroleum Is the reju- 
venation of old wells. The movement 
baa set in heavily In the district about 
Bruin, says the Plttsburg Dispatch. 
It will soon spread throughout the old- 
er fields. Prom now until real winter 
weather sets In the torpedo man's ni- 
troglycerin wagon will be overworked. 
Old sets of drilling, tools which have 
not hung in a well for five or ten years 
will be swinging, and not a few aban- 
doned boles will be retubed and set to 
pumping. This sort of work will re- 
sult In a very slight increase of produc- 
tion In Individual cases, but the aggre- 
gate may run to 5,000 or 10,000 barrels 
a day—no mean amount at $1.50 a 
barrel. There will be more employ- 
ment for labor in the oilfields than for 
a long time, with better returns for 
tbe small producer, a condition of 
things that will contribute much to tbe 
prosperity of Butler, Armstrong, Cla- 
rion, Venango, Warren and McKean 
counties.

Corn That 'Will Yield a Hundred and 


Fifty Busliel* to the Acre. 


J. C. Manbeck, -a farmer living four 


miles northwest ofrDes Moines, who is 
continually experimenting with a view 
to maldng his farm as productive as 
possible, lias secured a wonderful corn 
that yields 150 bushels to the acre. 
Owing to the great difficulty in getting 
the seed Mr. JIaubeck was only able to 
plant half an acre this year, but from 
this little field he^ will secure 75 bush- 
els. 


The corn is called the German corn, 


Is as white as white can be, produces 
from three to seveii ears on the stalk 
and from 10 to 20 stalks to the hill and 
requires but one grain as seed in each 
hill, says the Des Moines State Regis- 
ter. 
The corn branches out from the 


root like winter wheat and grows from 
10 to 12 feet high. In a sample stalk 
the last ear is nine feet from the 
ground. 


The ears of this corn are of a regular 


size, about nine inches long and quite 
thick, the grains being very large and 
even. Mr. Manbeck says that it is the 
most wonderful corn he ever saw and 
that he doubts not but that with even 
fairly good care any one can raise 150 
bushels to the aero. It makes the finest 
of stock feed when cut for fodder and 
pioduces many times as much to the 
acre as the common field corn. 


Mr. Manbeck's experiments are fur- 


ther indications that £he great re- 
sources of Iowa farm land are not half 
develope^/.

Far up in the mountains of Ceylon 


there is a spider that spins a web like 
bright yellowish silk, the central net 
of which is five feet in diameter, while 
the supporting lines, or guys, as they 
are called, measure sometimes 10 or 12 
feet, and, riding quickly in the early 
morning, you may dash right into it, 
the stout threads twining round your 
face like a lace veil, while, as the 
creature who has woven it takes up his 
position in the middle, he generally 
catches you right In the nose, and, 
though he seldom bites or stings, the 
contact of his large body and long legs 
is anything but pleasant If you forget 
yourself and try to catch him, bite he 
will, and, though not venomous, bis 
jaws are as powerful as a bird's beak, 
and you are not likely to forget the en- 
counter. 


The bodies of these spiders are very 


handsomely decorated, being bright 
gold or scarlet underneath, while the 
upper part Is covered with the most 
delicate slate colored fur. So strong are 
the webs that birds the size of larks 
are frequently caught therein, and even 
the small tut powerful scaly lizard 
falls a victim. A writer says that ho 
has often sat and watched the yel- 
low monster—measuring, when waiting 
for his prey, with his legs stretched 
out, fully six inches—striding across 
the middle of tie net and noted the 
rapid manner in which be winds his 
stout threads round the unfortunate 
captive.

The man assured me he had 
not and asked me to inspect the proc- 
ess a second time. I accepted the in- 
vitation, and after'I had minutely ex- 
amined the water and the materials, 
which were in every respect similar to 
my own, I still felt so much In the dark 
that I said, 'I have lost both my labor 
and money, for the air of England does 
not admit us to make good carmine.'

A PECULIAR SPIDER, 


He Catebe* Bird* •« Big; a» Larl» In 


HI» Mammoth Web. 


Far up in the mountains of Ceylon 


there is a spider that spins a web like 
bright yellowish silk, the central net 
of which is five feet in diameter, while 
the supporting lines, or guys, as they 
are called, measure sometimes 10 or 12 
feet, and, riding quickly in the early 
morning, you may dash right into it, 
the stout threads twining round your 
face like a lace veil, while, as the 
creature who has woven it takes up his 
position in the middle, he generally 
catches you right in the nose, and, 
though he seldom bites or stings, the 
contact of his large body and long legs 
Is anything but pleasant If you forget 
yourself and try to catch him, bite he 
will, and, though not venomous, his 
jaws are as powerful as a bird's beak, 
and you are not likely to forget the en- 
counter. 


The bodies of these spiders are very 


handsomely decorated, being bright 
gold or scarlet underneath, while the 
upper part is covered with the most 
delicate slate colored fur. So strong are 
the webs that birds the size of larks 
are frequently caught therein, and even 
the small tut powerful scaly lizard 
falls a victim. A writer says that he 
has often sat and watched the yel- 
low monster—measuring, when waiting 
for his prey, with his legs stretched 
out, fully six inches—striding across 
the middle of tie net and noted the 
rapid manner in which he winds his 
stout threads round the unfortunate 
captive.

It contains 
many facts and figures of interest. 
Here are a few of the items with a fiivt 
comparisons of the year preceding:

$5207; 


total disbursements-, SlS.iiSS; amount re- 
ceived for payment of fines and costs. 
$535; net earnings of the shoo, $1268, 
with an average per man of $30.06. Thirf 
does ITH represent the actual earnings 
of the establishment, for the book ac- 
counts due and manufactured stock 
now on hand amount to- some $3600. The 
total profits to the county, therefore, 
have been about $4500.

rncler the present arrangement of di- 
rect oversight by the county officials 
with no contractors. The establishment 
only about paid expenses the first year.

FROM PITTSFIELD TO LENOX 


Curfew in Pittsfieid 


A hearing was held in Pittsfieid Ust 


evening by the city ordinance commit- 
tee on the proposition to adopt a Cur- 
few ordinance. The proposed ordin - 
ance had been drawn up by the peti- 
tioners after a consultation with City 
Solicitor Crosby, Chief Nicholson and 
Judge 
Tucker, and is identical with 


that in this city. After the hearing, 
which consisted of the reading of let- 
ters from Chief Kendall of this city 
and the chairman of selectmen! of 
Westfield, also addresses by .1. M. 
Stevenson and Rev. Raymond Calkins, 
who strongly advocated the adoption of 
the ordinance, the committee went into 
executive session and voted to recom- 
mend to the city council the adoption 
e" .in ordinance which gives the police 
authority to send home after 9 o'clock 
all children under 16 years of age who 
are found upon ;the streets nvithout a 
good excuse. For the misdemeanor of 
violation the ordinance provides for the 
imposing of a fine of not more than $5.
